IT IS PEACE OF DESTRUCTION

WEIMAR—(SUNDAY)—In announcing the decision of 


the German government to sign the peace terms before the 
national assembly today Premier Bauer said: 


"At this hour of life and death, under the menace of ,in- 


7asion, for the last time-I raise .in free Germany a protest 
against this treaty of violence and destruction. 
I protest 


against this mockery of self-determination, this enslavement 
rf the German people, this new menace to the peace of the 
world under the mask of a treaty of peace. No signing can 
snfeeble this protest which we raise and swear to. 
This 


treaty does not lose its annihilating .character by alterations 
in detail. Protesting'against it is useless and is at the risk 
>f a new crisis within 48 hours. 


"Our power of resistance is broken arid there is no means 


jf averting this treaty. The treaty itself, however, does give 
as a handle which we cannot allow to be wrested from us, 
namely, the entente's solemn promise of June 16 that the 
treaty can be revised from time, to time and adapted to new 
conditions. That is ore of the few words in the treaty breath- 
ing the real spirit of peace." 


Premier Bauer concluded by expressing his faith in the 


German people and their final realization of a better future. 
He said they were faced with years of labor for the foreign 
account, but owed it to their descendants to hold the country 
together. 


"They must safeguard onr new liberty" he said. "There 


must be a will to work,and a discipline in all ranks of society. 
There are no .miraculous charms to cure a nation. Even a 
world revolution cannot rid us of the malady from which we 
are wearing away, ' Only by a revolution of our moral con- 
sciousness can we succeed in raising ourselves out of our 
night into a better future."

Two northwestern Wisconsin 


regents, Ben Faast, Eau Claire, and 
G. D. Jones, Wausau, are reported 
to be exceptionally friendly to Dean 
Russell, on' the ground that he has 
an interest in that part of the state, 
and is'well informed on the prob- 
lems which must be met to. develop 
the pioneer regions. 


In politics, Prof. Russell is in- 


clined to conservative views. While 
politics ordinarily are not regarded 
as a factor, some figure it into the 
calculation on the ground that com- 
plete agreement is.at least prorao- 
6ve of harmony. The board of. re- 
gents now largely comprises Philipp 
appointees.

PARIS—Germany today requested an additional 48 hours 


within which to sign the peace treaty. The council of three flat- 
ly refused the request. 


The request for additional time pleaded that the change in 


the government and the generally disturbed conditions made it 
difficult to complete the-arrangements. 


The communication from the Germans was received at 3 


o'clock this morning. 
A t - 9 o'clock President Wilson and 


Premier Clemenceau, met with Premier Lloyd George at the lat- 
ter's quarters for consideration of the note. 


The German note to which the council of four replied today 


by definitely rejecting any suggestions for an alteration in the 
treaty declared that the Germans regard the terms of peace as 
impracticable and that their signature is given under duress. 
Protests were made 'against clauses concerning reparations, the 
forfeiture of colonies and others. 


Asserting that the terms cannot be carried out and that the 


German government cannot be held responsible for what may 
accur, the note concluded by saying that the Germans will sign 
with reservations relative to the turning over of those alleged 
to be guilty of crimes and also the admission of the guilt of Ger- 
many in causing the war. 


The council then declared that the time for discussion was 


past and that .the German representatives must make a decision 
to sign and accept the treaty as a whole or to reject it. 


The full text of the German note shows that while but two 


reservations were made the Germans asked for the insertion in 
the treaty of a clause providing that within two years-that docu- 
ment should be submitted to the council of the league of na- 
tions for reconsideration of that portion of the treaty which, 
as the Germans phrased it, "Impair the rights of self de,termina- 
tion of the German people." 


Similar reconsiderations of that portion "Whereby the free 


economic development of Germany on a footing of equal- rights 
is denied" also was provided for in this suggested clause. 


Concluding paragraphs of the German note are as follows:

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AN EXHAUSTED YIRTUE

patience with .the Peace Conference is no longer pa- 


tience, but a weak a.nd degenerate pusillanimity. 'We hope 


that the Congress will at once cut the foundation out from under 
the whole intolerable situation by passing a resolution declaring 
summarily that the state of war is at an end, demanding the im- 
mediate withdrawal and demobilization of all our expeditionary 
forces, renouncing responsibility for further police duty in 
Europe, and authorizing the resumption of free commerce. It 
is perfectly competent for the Congress to do this. Unless by 
some unauthorized and improper secret arrangement, of which 
the Congress may take no cognizance, the United States is inde- 
pendent of the Allied Powers, and has corresponding liberty of 
action. Our official designation as a "co-belligerent" and an 
"associated Government" has been carefully preserved and its 
implications should now be turned to account. We entered the 
wax as an independent Power for the attainment of certain 
specific ends. We have Mr. Wilson's word for it—^and, what 
is far more valuable, we have a general popular conviction—that 
these ends have now been attained.—As far as the United States 
is concerned, everyone knows thait the war is at an end and Ger- 
man militarism triumphantly overthrown. Now, therefore, is 
the time for an ofTkial declaration by the Congress, not only for 
our own moral advantage, but for that of the whole world. If 
the representatives of this people should thus energetically serve 
notice of determination to resume an abdicated control and di- 
rection of the nation's own business, it would be the most whole- 
some and powerful stimulant to democratic order, the world 
over, that could be imagined. There would be a different and 
far more salutary spirit informing the doings at Versailles after 
Mr. Wilson had come home in obedience to such an intimation 
from the Congress. The pjain people of Europe—small won- 
der!—are dissatisfied with the quality of the proposed peace, 
and apparently well aware that any further prescriptions com- 
pounded out of the same quack pharmacopoeia will be quite as 
far from what they need and demand. They are now beginning 
to express their resentment by such irregular modes as they 
conceive to be available. How much better, then, how clearing 
and steadying, if they could have from this country an example 
of effective expression through the authorized and regular 
agency set up for such purposes! 


The day of makeshift, compromise, and unclear thinking 


is past. We all see now the inevitable outcome of attempts to 
reconcile the irreconcilable and to accommodate orders of action 
between which no accommodation is possible. It was well enough 
six months ago that the United States should take part in the 
Peace Conference instead of simply declaring its share in the 
war at an end and resuming its independent way. Mr. Wilson 
had been especially active -in devising and publishing a whole 
series of high international ideals. This had its effect upon the 
popular conscience and will. The country was full of the naive 
expectation that this was a war to end war, and that it was so in- 
tended by its fautors. This, we can now see, was a fantastic ex- 
pectation, since war cannot possibly be ended by war, and those 
who promote war do not do so with any such purpose in view. 
But our people did not know that, and were easily persuaded 
otherwise; their best instincts were enlisted. They freely con- 
sented, therefore, to the breach of continuity in our foreign pol- 
icy, in the hope of seeing somewhat at least of the sort of peace 
that Mr. Wilson and his colleagues had held out to them in pros- 
pect. 


This hope it was which l.ad already made them endure with 


incredible patience the most shameful indignities from Mr. Wil- 
son that could be imposed upon any people calling itself free. 
They endured the abrogation of the constitutional rights they 
possessed, the eclipse of the Congress, the resolution of their 
governmental system into an autocracy as sinister and as abso- 
lute as any that the Middle Ages ever saw; all for the hope of 
the Larger Good. This hope reconciled them even to the un- 
representative personnel of the American Commission. But so 
far from the realization of their hope, they have seen democracy 
despised and rejected; and the practical outcome of the confer- 
ence, as Mr. Ramsay Macdonald excellently says, is four gentle- 
men sitting in Paris, treating Europe as a grocer treats a hogs- 
head of sugar. Th'ey have seen an inconceivably impudent re- 
crudescence and brazen stiffening of financial imperialism; the 
League of Nations covenant a letter-of-marque for unlimited 
economic exploitation; while the watered-down paraphrase of 
the peace treaty, which is all (hat has been officially vouchsafed 
us, is a deed of chattel slavery for the whole German people for 
at least thirty years to come. Well, it was a good, a useful les- 
son. 
Lik'e most lessons, it might have been learned some easier 


way; but no matter, it is learned. Now let the Congress decide 
that our period of tutelage—and theirs—is over, and take the 
simple step necessary to end it; and let us go on by the light of 
the expensive wisdom we have gained. 


But what would become of Europe? 
Mr. Taft and the 


League advocates go up and down the earth promulgating the 


of dreadful conseauences^raOTntr depressing pictures 


of the desolation that would ensue if the United States drew 
out of compliance with the will of the Allies. We cannot see it 
in quite that way. Mr. Taft assumes that the interest of the 
peoples of Europe is identical with that of the system of financial 
imperialism represented at Versailles. 
But that is precisely 


what it is not; it is squarely opposed to it. We think that this 
system would suffer greatly if the United States withdrew its 
supporting hand; but tha.t the people would suffer much, that 
they would suffer an iota of what they are suffering now, we 
greatly doubt. If only they were let alone, we think they would 
prove quite able to look after themselves. 
Our withdrawal, 


with the consequent lightening of pressure upon them from their j 
own exploiters, would, in fact, be a measure of relief amounting ' 
almost to emancipation. 


But however this may be, the duty that we seem to see rest- 


ing on the Congress is one imposed by simple honesty and self- 
respect. Being in the interest of so many people, it is presum- 
ably not good politics; at least, not in the tradition of good poli- 
tics. But traditional politics are now so broken down and dis- 
credited that—who knows?—the Congress may be master- poli- 
ticians enough to discern what is quite obvious to nearly every- 
body else, that at this juncture a public act of downright, di- 
rect, disinterested honesty would turn out to be the most 
popular thing possible, and therefore the keenest politics of all. 
Popular instinct now, we believe, is wholly on the side of Richard 
Cobden's masterly saying, that international peace and good will 
depend on as little intercourse as possible betwixt GOVERN- 
MENTS and as much as possible betwixt PEOPLES. 
The peo- 


ple are tired of the sterile intercourse betwixt Governments at 
Versailles. A congressional resolution passed at noon today, 
and ships starting out in free commerce at noon tomorrow, would 
do more for the peace of the world than twenty centuries of 
clandestine conniving by the agents of financial imperialism.

settlement of disputes by the strong 
arm, to force arbitration or judicial 
determination of differences, to pre- 
vent aggression on the weaker, tno 
satisfying of wants or greed 
ny 


stealthy larceny or'open' robbery to 
encourage industry, integrity, ana 
peace among its people. 


"Self-government is democracy— 


whether the form be monarchial re- 
publican—what you will—the vesture 
is naught, the soul is what counts. 
Democracy is not a form, it is a vital 
principle, manifesting itself in many 
ways, under as divine shapes as life 
itself. We may be puzzled some- 
times to define it, we can never fail 
to recognize it where it exists, to 
miss it where it is met, 


. Democracy Born Early 
'I am not one of those who be- 


lieve, or pretend to believe, that de- 
mocracy was born on the Fourth 01 
July, 1776r and that her birthplace 
was 
, born 
upon 
this 
conti- 


nent;' I do not 
believe, 
nor 


do you believe, that liberty 
-was 


unknown and non-existent before the 
Declaration or Independence. The 
colonists were 
advancing no new 


doctrine; they "were, but applying to 
their own case the principles which 
they had brought with them acrosa 
the ocean. But it is their immortal 
and never-fading glory that 
tney 


cast into the scale their fortune and 
tbeir lives. 


'TTiere was nothing in the Revo- 


lution or in the conduct of it, which 
necessitated ill feeling, once the new 
state had been established. Nor un- 
til driven by bitter necessity did the 
Fathers of the Revolution determine 
that America should sever her con- 
nection with the Empire. 
It is a 


wicked libel to say that even before 
or daring the Revolutionary war, 
England or the English people was 
opposed to the aspirations of the 
American people—the best 
portion 


of the public men of England were 
in favor but their voice was over- 
borne by the gross ignorance and 
foolish arrogance of the king and 
his chosen advisers. 


1776 English Lesson 
j 


That Canada and the rest of tbe 
; 


British empire today are free, is due 
largely to the example of American ] 
democracy in 1776. The success ol 
the masses in obtaining as they did 
political freedom and power received 


no' small part of its inspiration from 
:the example of America. I have nev- 
er heard an Englishman of what are 
called the lower classes speak other- 
wise than ,in the most admiring and 
loving terms of this nation. Wash- 
ington is almost a national hero in 
England. 
"We in Canada had especial rea- 


son for gratitude to the patriots ol 
1773—Britain is not a fool, she is 
essentially practical and sensible; 
the Revolution taught her that peo- 
ple of our' race must and will gov- 
ern themselves, whether for good or 
ill—one. Washington was enough. 
And so we, devoted to the old Flag, 
British to the last drop of our blood, 
are glad and proud to claim that we, 
too, are American. 


War Averted Many Times 


"Once and once only in the na- 


tional life of the United States has 
it been considered necessary to de- 
clare war against Britain.
